U.S. Announces New Slash in Use of Metals 
Appliances to 
Feel Effect of 
New DPA Rule 


Copper, Aluminum 
Use Will Be Cut; 
Auto Quota Lower 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


The Defense Production Ad- 
ministration said today the 
use of metal in making house- 
hold appliances and other con- 
sumer hard goods will be cut 
about ll1/^ per cent starting 
Jan. 1. 


The cutback was disclosed 


by DPA Administrator Manly 
Fleischmann, at a joint hear- 
ing of . four congressional 
committees. 


Civilian output will be "moder- 


ately lower" in the first quarter of 
next year, Fleischmann said, add- 
ing that some "less essential" 
products using critically scarce 
copper and aluminum will be "very 
drastically curtailed." 


Items Not Named 


He did not specify the items, 


but they were understood to in- 
clude goods like Venetian blinds, 
and house wares of the type in 
which plastics or other substitutes 
could be used. 


But there will be no "death sen- 


tence orders," or outright prohibi- 
tion on the use of basic materials 
in any such products, Fleischmann 
said, explaining: 


"It is our belief that it is prefer- 


able to permit all manufacturers 
to operate at low levels rather 
than to put some of them out of 
business entirely."'

WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


A $5,750,000,000 tax increase 
which among other things 
would boost the levy on most 
individual incomes by about 
11% per cent was approved 
yesterday by a senate-house 
conference committee. 


The measure—the naton's second 


largest revenue bill—is scheduled 
for house action next Tuesday. It 
then will go to the senate. Ap- 
proval by both is anticipated. 


Excise Tax Rise 


In addition to the income tax 


rise—effective Nov. 1—the bill 
calls for sharp increases in the ex- 
cise taxes on whisky, beer, wine, 
cigarets, gasoline, automobiles and 
a number of other articles. 


Corporation taxes are jumped 


by upward of $2,300,000,000, retro- 
active to last April 1. 


In many, aspects, particularly in 


estimated revenue yield, the bill 
is closed to the $5,400,000,000 
measure passed by the senate than 
the $7,200,000,000 version voted by 
the house. Nevertheless, a number 
of key house provisions were in- 
cluded in the compromise, worked 
out after sessions spreading over 
nine days.

Truman Argues News-Security 
But Fails to Make Firm Case 


Back in 1945, there were many tales of President Tru- 


man's unpracticed behavior in press conferences. But he 
was new to the White House then, and sympathy for him was 
general. 


In 1951 it is difficult to find excuse for the kind of per- 


formance he put ton recently when the government's news- 
security ruling was under renewed discussion.

He cited to newsmen a survey which declared that news- 


papers and magazines have published 95 per cent of the gov- 
ernment's secret information. This the president felt was 
adequate justification for the security order. 


But it was quickly established that the "secret" stories 


of which Mr. Truman complained had all been authorized for 
publication by government officials themselves. In other 
words, he appeared to be blaming the press for not exercis- 
ing judgment that ought to have been used in the fir^t in- 
stance by federal officials.*

Later, urged to give an example of the sort of informa- 


tion leak he was trying to prevent, the president referred 
to Fortune Magazine's use of maps showing location of 
America's atomic energy plants. 


This particular information was cleared for publication 


by BO less an agency than the Atomic Energy Commission 
itself, generally reputed to be the tightest security outfit in 
Washington.

The AEC Is under strict statutory control on security 


and all other matters, and hence represents a special case. 
Being a defense agency, it undoubtedly would long since have 
been placed under careful security regulation were there not 
other safeguards in force. 


So on two different counts the AEC was the poorest pos- 


pible illustration the president could have chosen. The new 
order has no bearing on it whatsoever. And on top of that, 
the AEC had approved the maps in question.

Is Mr. Truman seriously asking the press to exert a vol- 


untary censorship over*infonnation previously passed by his 
own offices? Not even in wartime was that burden imposed 
upon the press. And there seems no sound reason now why 
' newsmen should be compelled to substitute their judgment 
on security questions for the judgment that ought to be made 
by responsible authorities of government 


Really vital'information must be protected, that goes 


without saying. Whether we have an effective system for 
protecting it is an unsettled point. And Mr. Truman's new 
security order, plus his highly confused defense of it, is a 
dubious contribution to a much-needed solution of that prob- 
lem. 


The American people have a right to expect more logical 


and coherent argument from their president, even if his aids 
have to supply the reasoning: In this instance, Mr. Truman 
has not made out the barest elements of his case. 
Congress May Catcb Up With World 


Egypt is cancelling treaties with Britain that cover the 


stationing of British troops in the Suez Canal Zone and the 
joint control exercised by the two countries over Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan. 


This is but a foretaste of what may be expected in the 


Middle East as a result of Britain's defeat in Iran. Britain 
is the prime symbol of colonialism to the aroused nationalists 
of the Arab world, and the Iranian example has not been lost 
upon them. 
• • • 


There is still an outside chance, of course, that something 


may be retrieved in Iran if genuine negotiations can once 
again be initiated. If that does not happen, it must be marked 
down as one of the West's great failures of 1951. 


Though this crisis is current, it is too much to expect 


that congress shall at this moment try to find put how the 
tragedy occurred. According to its present time-table of 
inquiry, congress ought to get around to Iran in perhaps 1953 
or 1954. Right now it's busy with the years 1933 to 1949.

Minus Rule Is Easy to Follow 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"Please straighten us out on 


the minus situation," requests a 
Norfolk, Va., correspondent. '"Some 
rule books say you don't need a 
minimum meld, while others say 
you need 15 points. What's more, 
we're not 
absolutely clean 
on 


when you're minus. 
Does this 


mppen whenever you are set back 
on a hand, even though your to- 
al score is still plus?" 


I'd 
better answer 
the second 


question first. 
The 
minus rule 


applies only when your total score 
up to date is minus. For exam- 
ole, suppose you score 400 points 
on the first hand and are set back 
500 points on the second hand. 
Your total score to date would be 
minus 200 points, and the rule 
would apply. 
However, suppose 


you were set back only 300 points 
on the second hand. This would 
eave you still plus 100 points on 
Jie up-to-date score. 
Therefore 


the minus rule would' not apply. 


In short it 
doesn't 
matter 


whether you are plus or minus on 
any particular hand. What does 
matter is whether or not your en- 
:ire score up to date is minus. 


Having nailed that point down 


firmly, let's turn our attention to 
;he rule for your minimum meld 
when your score is minus.. 
Your 


minimum count is 15 points in 
this situation. 


It is clear, of course, that any 


meld at all must add up to 15 


points or more. That is why the 
earliest rule books said that you 
don't need any minimum count at 
all. What they really meant was 
that any meld was good enough. 
The trouble came when people 
read those books, saw 
that no 


minimum count was needed, and 
then decided that you didn't need 
a normal initial meld. They tried 
to take the discard pile 
right 


from the start with a wild card 
and only one matching card. 


Since this was not legally pos- 


sible, we found a clearer way of 
expressing it. You need a mini 
mum of 15 points for your initial 
meld when your up-to-date score 
is minus. Any meld will do, but 
you must make some meld. 


Q—My

Governors' Move to Get Control of Relief Payment 


Called Rebellion Against Congress

NEW YORK—The unanimous vote of the governors at their con- 


ference in Gatlinburg, Tenn., to demand for the states control of 
their own "relief" administrations, including the right to publish the 
names of all who receive the public charity and the amounts, is a 
rebellion against the impudent tyranny of congress. 


The federal social security act impose* on the 


several states a confidential obligation which per- 
mits grafters, ne'er-do-wells, drunkards and trol- 
lops to enjoy subsidies for vicious conduct at the 
expense of decent citizens. 
A she-tramp with a 


habit of bearing casual children dumps them on » ' 
the public rolls without limit as to numbers other 
than her own capacity and lives on the proceeds 
of her misconduct. A husband and wife conspire 
that he shall pretend to abandon her and she may 
collect relief without having to prove that he has ^^. 
wpftthrnok -. »..-. 
checked out or to prosecute him for non-support. If he sneaks home 
the back way m the dark of the moon, the pair of them may make 
a go of it on charity. He needn't be too furtive about it, either, £ar 
many of the professional leeches who administer this corrupt racket 
measure their effectiveness by the size of their clientele- 


The Republican legislature of Indiana passed a law last March, 


overriding the veto of a new deal governor, requiring the county wel- 
fare departments to publish quarterly lists of those who receive old 
age assistance and aid to dependent children and the amounts paid 
in respect to each individual. The law provides that these records 
must be open for public inspection. 


Lester Hunt, a reporter on the staff of the Indianapolis Star, di- 


rected a crusade for this law and put it through, with the edi- 
torial backing of a management which sometimes wallows in j£e 
political swells but also sometimes shows startling evidence of prin- 
ciple. 
When Hunt began his campaign he found many Democrats 


on his side, some of whom wanted to go even further than his pro- 
posals. But Oscar Ewing, the king of the federal agency in Wash- 
ington which operates this parasitic drain on the income and morals 
of the nation, immediately got to the governor and the governor 
called in the Democratic senators for a lecture on regularity and 
the unimportance of the state of Indiana in relation to the national 
bureaucracy. 
Thereafter the 24 voted solidly against the reform. 


The federal security administra- 


tion ordered that if Indiana main 
tained this position the federa 
grant-in-aid would be withheld. 


The answer of the Indiana leg- 


islature to that threat, a lega 
threat by the way under the 
grand design of the Roosevelt con- 
spiracy, was to assume the extra 
burden and plan toward the fu- 
ture when the - secrecy will be 
licked by demand of states which 
have been systematically robbed 
all these years by the lowest bums 
in their population, including sons 
and daughters of elderly persons 
who flatly refuse to carry their 
moral and legal obligations 
to 


their parents. 
Meanwhile, 
by 


knocking the deadbeats off the 
roles, Indiana will pare down the 
total by millions of dollars a year 
and the example to other states 
probably will embolden them to do 
more or less likewise. 


In the Gatlinburg 
conference 


the governors unanimously agreed 
that .congress must change the 
law permitting each state to make 
its own decision for or against 
publicity. 


Undoubtedly 
most 
of 
them 


would decide in favor of it and 
the plea that the poor are unfor- 
tunate enough being poor without- 
the added penalty of "humiliation11 
fails on at least two counts. For 
one thing, when the pro-Commu- 
nists of the early new deal were 
trying to break the nation's econ- 
omy by loading millions of no- 
goods onto the gravy train, it was 
argued that this wasn't a charity 
project because it was a plain 
duty of society to support those 
who couldn't support themselves.

Ewing's 
jureau, whose importance and

But, if Ewing did rule 
for us, other states would surge 
forward with .similar laws and 
Ewing's empire, held together by 
his secret spending^ of tax money 
and his dictatonal powers, would 
collapse. If Indiana wins, federal 
control is set back on its heels 
and this welfare philosophy col- 
lapses. It should not cost Indiana 
more to pay her own way without

Each of these is being 
played for the first time aa violin 
solos. 


Rubinoff worked ceaselessly on 


his arrangement of the Warsaw 
concerto. He told the British com- 
poser, Richard Addinsell, that the 
haunting strains of the melody 
would not leave him. "All during 
my tour of America last season 
I heard the country stirring to the 
Warsaw Concerto. 


People Insisted 


People insisted that I play it for 


them on the violin—and they did 
not seem to understand when I 
explained that no arrangement for 
the violin existed. They still want- 
ed the Warsaw Concerto \with 
the warm humaness of the violin 
—and the more I traveled, the 
more heard the Concerto, the more 
I realized that I must arrange a 
violin soio. I could not have rested 
again if I had not accomplished 
that task." 


Graduated At Warsaw 


Arranging this concerto had a 


special meaning to Rubinoff who 
graduated from the Warsaw con- 
servatory. Also it was in Warsaw 
that Rubinoff was discovered by 
the late Victor Herbert 
and 


brought' to America. 


He explains that there are only 


540 Stradivarius violins in exist- 
ence although there are innumer- 
able copies. A genuine Stradivar- 
ius Is valued between $10,000 and 
$100,000. Antonio Stradivari, 
whose life work today represents 
an estimated value of about $12,- 
000,000, wal the finest violin 
maker in 17th and 18th century. 
Cremoba, Italy, was the violin 
making capital of the world. He 


RUBINOFF 


was born in 1644 and died on 
Dec. 18, 1737. No one has dis- 
covered the secret of violin making 
known to Stradivari but it is be- 
lieved that the unusually lustrous 
and transparent varnish he used 
gave the tone.

the increase for most taxpayer* 
actually varies from 11% per cent 
to about 12 per cent. • 


Here Are' Examples 


A single person earning 54,000 a 


year (after deductions for interest, 
taxes, contributions, etc., but be- 
fore his personal exemption) will 
pay $790.40 a year in federal in-|| 
come taxes instead of his present 
$708 obligation. A married couple 
with two dependents and an income 
of $8,000 will owe $1,285.60 in- 
stead of 51,152. 


An alternative tax increase is 


offered persons in the higher in- 
come brackets. They have an op- 
tion of paying an additional 9 per 
cent on the amount of their iin- 
come remaining after payment ot& 
taxes at existing rates. This al-*' 
ternative is advantageous to single 
persons with an income of $28,800 
or more, and married couples over 
$57,600. 


Get Tax Benefits 


For the first time, single per- 


sons who are heads of households 
are granted half the tax benefits 
available to married couples under 
the income splitting provisions of 
the tax laws. 
^ 


The net increase in individual 


liabilities was estimated at $2,480,- 
000,000, and the excise tax boost 
at $1,204,000,000. 
Some of the 


miscellaneous provisions of the 
bill will result in loss of revenue 
to the treasury. 


The excise (sales tax) increases 


go into effect Nov. 1, if President 
Truman signs the bill by Oct. 21.
